Dr. Amyx, assistant superintendent of the 
City Hospital, says it was the worst frac- 
ture of the skull that has come under the 
observation of the hospital surgeons for 
some time. 

The man was evidently a laborer. He was 
dresed in a black sack coat, striped trousers, 
blue calico shirt, light Fedora hat and tan 
shoes. 

The body is badly emaciated and the man 
had probably been ill. His complexion was 
sallow. He was about 55 vears of age, hair 
gray, blue eyes, poor teeth, no beard or 
mustache., and the letters ‘‘J. .’ were 
tatooed on the left fore arm. He was about 
five feet eight inches in height and weighed 
140 pounds. The body will be removed to 
the morgue Tuesday afternoon. 

The efforts of the Fourth district police 
to establish the man's identity thus far 
have been unavailing.

BISHOP FANTOSALLI MURDERED 


Catholic Prelate and One of His Priests 
and 45,000 Native Converts Killed. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 2%.—Dispatches re- 

ceived in this city announce that among the 
missionaries killed by Chinese in the mas- 
sacre in the Yun-Nan province were Bishop 
Fantosalli and Father Quirine, of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. It was said that the 
bishop died after most awful torture. No 
direct word in confirmation of this particu- 
lar report has yet come to Catholic mission- 
ary authorities in this city. 

A telegram from the convent of the Holy 
Boul, in Shanghai has been received, how- 
ever, to the effect that 45,000 native Catholic 
had been massacred in different or 
the empire. 

At the apostieship of prayer it was said 
that the bishop mentioned in the dispatch 
was, in all probability Mgr. Antoine Fan- 
tasalli, a Franciscan and Titular bishop of 
Adrahan. His home had been in Huan-Sa 
Van, which is four miles from Hem-Geu- 
Fu. The bishop had supervision over all the 
Catholic misstonaries in the peovines of 
Yuan-Nan, which numbers a population of 
10,000,000 people, 5670 of whom, it is said, have 
become converts to the Catholic Church. 

In a letter dated July 30, Bishop Fantos- 
alli wrote that cruel persecutions of native 
Christians had been carried on for more 
than two months. He himself had been pur- 
sued a whole day by men who sought his

The Health Department reports sixty-two cases of typhoid 
in the city during the week ending Sept. 22. In the previous 
week there were fifty-two cases and in the first twenty-five, 
making a total for the three weeks of 139. During the entire 
month of September, 1899, there were only seventy-four cases. 

In Monday's Post-Dispatch Dr. Starkloff utters a warning 
which every housekeeper in the city should heed. ‘‘We have 
told the people ever since the opening of the Chicago Drainage 
canal,” says the Health Commissioner, ‘that the water was 
unfit for drinking purposes without boiling and filtration. 
The rapid increase in the number of typhoid cases is, in my 
opinion, due to a failure to heed these warnings.’’

WITNESS IN SHIRT SLEEVES 


Judge Zimmerman Held That John W. 
Hutton Couldn’t Testify Because 
He Wore No Coat. 


“A man who has so little respect for him- 
self as to appear in public in his shirt 
sleeves could not possibly have any re- 
spect for a court.

According to the story related by 
Miss Herdt, she and her mother were in 
their one-horse wagon and were driving 
on Marine avenue. As they started to turn 
into Broadway they were met by Broegg, 
who was driving an ice wagon. 

Broege was driving on the left side of the 
etreet and collided with another wagon 
that was thrown against the florist’s wagon. 
Miss lierdt asked him why he did not keep 
on the right side of the street. the says 
the words he used in reply were sufficient 
to constitute a breach of the peace. Her 
mother was on hand and corroborated her 
daughter's testimony. 

Broege denied the charge and said Miss 
Herdt had used all of the bad language on 
that occasion. He had a witness, he sald, 
to corroborate him. He called to Hutton, 
who works in a store in front of which 
the collision took place. Hutton was not 
allowed to tell what he knew on account of 
having no coat on his back. 

i’nfortunately for Broegg, to whose case 
corroborative testimony was essential, 
Hiutton had on a blue checked shirt and a 
palit of wide gmalluses, so that the claim 
that he was wearing a shirt waist could not 
be possibly advanced.

HATCH SORRY 
FOR PARTNER 


Forgives Foote for the Wreck 
He Caused. 


THE LATTER IS NOW DYING. 


MR. HATCH SAYS HE HAS BEEN 
MAD FOR MONTHS. 


Surely Must Have Been When He 
Placed Dummy Accounts on the 
Books to Deceive His 
Partner. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 2t.—Daniel B. Hatch 
may have to face poverty in his old age, 
but he forgives his business partner, Charlies 
B. Foote, whose speculations have ruined 
the firm and made the plunger a madman. 

Bowed by sorrow Mr. Hatch watched ex- 
pert accountants trying to strike an intel- 
ligent balance from the books of the firm 
of Hatch & Foote, 3 Nassau street. He 
knows that little, if anything, will be saved, 
but that does not concern him nearly so 
much as the thought that in his country . 
home at Oceanic, Charles B. Foote, 60 years 
old. helpless from parabysis and insane from 
mtn is babbling out his few remaining 

ours of life. His death, physicians say, 
is not a question of days but of hours. The 
stroke apoplexy received Tuesday almost 
at the same time thg failure of the firm was 
ornounced in the ock Exchange, must be 
atal. 

This statement made by Mr. Hatch shows 
his feeling toward his partner. He says: 

“Yes; Charlie Foote has ruined me, but 
worse than that, he has ruined himself. He 
has ‘killed himself trying to keep back the 
truth. It was not his nature to deceive. He 
was born to be honest and upright in all 
things. He was truer to hig friends than 
he was to himself. He meant me no harm 
when five years ago he placed dummy ac- 
counts on the boks and began speculating 
with the firm's money without se much as 
telling me he was operating in stocks. He 
must have been insane then as he ts now. 
He was insane, I know, or he could never 
have done it. 

“It was easy for Charlie to deceive me 
about accounts. I was the Stock Exchange 
member of the firm. My business was on 
the floor. His work was in the office. There 
he attended to the accounts of the custom- 
ers and transacted all office business. The 
books were solely under his care. We had 
such implicit confidence in each other that 
such a thing as looking into his accounts 
or his looking into mine was unthought of 
in all the 30 years we have been associated.

IMMENSE SHORTAGE ABROAD. 


High Freight Charges Operate Against 
Us But Foreign Supply Is Grew- 
ing Shorter. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 2! —The recent de- 
mand from Europe for American coal and 
the beginning that has been made in its ex- 
portation raises the question, which is be- 
ing much discussed both at home and 
abroad, whether the conditions that have 
Started the movement will continue in suffi- 
clent force to make it a permanent and in- 
creasing one. In part these conditions are 
undoubtedly of a temporary character. 

The countries of continental Europe have 
depended mainly upon Great Britain to sup- 
plement their own domestic supplies. Of the 
British output of 220,000,000 tons last year 
43,000,000, or little less than one-fifth, was 
exported, and of this nearly 7,000,000 went to 
France, 6,500,000 to Italy, 6,000,000 to Ger- 
many, nearly 4,500,000 to Sweden and Nor- 
way, 3,400,000 to Kussia and, say, 7,000,v00 
more to other European countries, or more 
than 32,000,000 tons in all. Of the annual 
product of about 225,000,000 tons in the Unit- 
ed States, but little more 7,vuW0,0u0 were ex- ;
